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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended claims 8, 31, 73, and 75 
to add the transitional phrase "consisting essentially of. In response to Applicant's argument that amending the claims to recite that the 
particles of the second coating layer "consists essentially of... mixtures thereof" thus making the second layer recite claims that do not 
contain "water-insoluble polymer" required by Cherukuri et al. and CA 2,068,366, the examiner would like to note that the transitional 
phrase "consisting essentially of limits the scope of a claim to the specified materials or steps "and those that do not materially affect the 
basic and novel characteristic(s)" of the claimed invention. For the purposes of searching for and applying prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 02 and 
103 , absent a clear indication in the specification or claims of what the basic and novel characteristics actually are, "consisting essentially 
of will be construed as equivalent to "comprising." See, e.g., PPG Industries v. Guardian Industries, 48 USPQ2d at 1351, 1355 (Fed. Cir. 
1 998) ("PPG could have defined the scope of the phrase 'consisting essentially of for purposes of its patent by making clear in its 
specification what it regarded as constituting a material change in the basic and novel characteristics of the invention."). See also MPEP 
21 1 1 .03. Therefore, adding the term "consisting essentially of does not change the scope of Applicant's claims and the claims remain 
rejected for the reasons of record in the Final rejection dated June 18, 2010. 
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
